U.N. Golan observers to 
stay for six more months 

UNITED NATIONS. May 25 (R) - Both Syria and Israel have 
agreed to a United Nations observer force remaining on the Golan 
Heights for a further six months, according to U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim. 

The current six-month mandate of the U.N. Disengagement 
Observer Force (UNDOF). which serves as a buffer between the 
Syrian and Israeli armies, expires at (he end of this month and the 
Security Council will meet shortly to renew it. 

Dr. Waldheim also told a press eonlerenee last night that the 
Soviet Union had informed him il had not yet decided what it would 
do when the mandate of the U.N . Emergency Force t UNE.Fl in Sinai, 
which expires on July 24. comes up for renewal by the council. 

The secretary-general, who recently visited Moscow during an 
extensive trip abroad, said the Soviet Union was against any 
involvement of UNEF in implementation of Ihc Egyptian- Israeli 
peace agreement signed in March. 

When a questioner noted ihat Israel was due it* withdraw trom a 
part of Sinai this week. Dr. Waldheim stressed that UNEF '‘will stay 
where they arc” until the Security Council had made a new decision. 

Asked about the possibility that U.N. iruee observers, rather than 
UNEF. might he able to police the Egyptian- Israeli treaty. Dr. 
Waldheim said ihis had been mentioned unofficially as a way of 
getting out of the dilemma. 

“Since the two sides arc interested in implementing ihat agree- 
ment -- 1 mean Egypt and Israel — there is m*coul ruination hopefully 
in implementing the terms of the agreement. 

Referring to the U.N. Interim Froec in Lchanon tUNIFILl. he 
said there had been a continuing cycle of violence in that area and 
appealed to ail the parties concerned i«* exercise restraint. 

To a question afoul the chances of reconvening the 1 973 Geneva 
Middle East peace conference. Dr. Waldheim said he still believed 
only a comprehensive settlement involving all ihe parties could solve 
the problem. 

In the light of consultations with a number of countries he felt that 
il was premature at present to talk a Geneva conference.

Sinai: World’s most important crossroads 


CAIRO. May 25 1 R l— The town of Al Arish.a few kilometres inland 
from the Sinai Peninsula’s Mediterranean amt, marks ihe northern 
point of the new border between Israeli and Egyptian territory. 

The triangular-shaped peninsula. separated from the rest of Egypt 
h\ the Gulf of Sue/, and ihe Suez Canal, has been called “the world's 
most important crossroads”. 

Since the days of ihe Pharaohs the Sinai has provided a gateway 
between Africa and Asia. 

The names of ihe road*, built in ihe Sinai have been stamped into 
history. They include ihe "way of Ihc Shur*’ built by The Pharaohs, 
ihe "Via Maris’* ol the Romans and the **Darb Al Haj” or pilgrims' 
wav which leads from Egypt u« Mecca, the Muslim holy city 

The Sinai - mostly barren and waterless, has sometimes been called 
“24 .ONI square miles (62.000 sq kms) of nothing." 

Most of the peninsula is forbidding - blistering hot by day. freezing 
by night, fts population '» around 60,000. about 50,000 of whom live- 
in or around A I Arish. 

Since the Israelis captured Sinai in the 1967 war, they have built 
several main highways, both along ihe coasts of ihe gulfs of Aqaba 
and Suez and inland. 

Though the roads, replacing unpaved tracks were dearly built for 
military purposes, they led to Israeli settlement. 

The main tourist centres both on the east coast of the peninsula, 
are Nuweiba and Sharm Al Sheikh. Every weekend thousands qf 


tuuriMs have thronged to the long white beaches there. 

There are about 10,000 bedouins traditionally nomadic, in Sinai. 
Their main activities have been grj/inc and fishing. 

Tourism has disrupted their way of life. Many now work in tourism 
centres. Others moved north into Israel proper, lo work on casual 
jobs in the Naqab area. 

Northern Sinai, scene of battlefields in four Arab- Israeli wars, 
comprises broad expanses ol sand stretching front the Gaza Strip to 
the Sue/ Canal. Wrecked armour Mill litters the area. 

Central Sinai is a landscape of broad limestone that looks like a 
moonscape, . 

fn southern Sinai, mountains reach up more rhan 2,000 tec c. It is 
here that tradition place, Mount Sinai, also called Mount Horeh or 
Mount Moses, the peninsula’s best known landmark. 

According lo tradition. Muses received the it) commandments 
from God on its summit while the Israelites waited in the plain below 
some 33 centuries ago. 

The immediate area is doited with small mosques and lonely 
monasteries, revered by Christians and Muslims alike. 

Economically, the coasts of Sinai yield oil while other mineral 
riches are known to lie under the surface of the desert, yet to be fully 
exploited. 

The western coom of Sinai is largely uninhabited as a result of the 
fighting which took place there during rhe 1 96ft- 70 w ar of attrition.

Acknowledging the difficulties 
ahead in the autonomy negoti- 
ations. Mr. Vance drew comlon 
from the fact that such a meeting 
was possible ui all. 

"We arc able, for the first time 
in more than three decades, to 
turn our attention to the practical 
solution of a central issue ol the 
Arab- Israeli conflict -- peace bet- 
ween Israel and the Palestinian 
people." he said. 

The U.S. views on autonomy 
are somewhat closer to those ol 
Egyptian to the policy expounded 
by Israel, which is that Pales- 
tinians should be offered onlv 
limited sell-rule under strict 
Israeli control. 

Explaining this view. Dr. Burg 
said: "Israel will never agree and 
indeed totally rejects propositions 
or declarations tor establishment 
of a Palestinian state. By every- 
thing we know it would be a cer- 
tain prescription lor violence and 
war" . 

Alter the public statements, 
delegates w it h drew for a brief pri- 
v.tie session and the talks 
adjourned until the next meeting 
in Alexandria on June o.

‘276 dead’ 
in Chicago 
air crash 

CHICAGO. May' 25 «K) - An 

American Airlines l')C- 1 ft jet 
airliner crashed shortly after 
takeoff from Chicago’s O’ Hare 
airport today and an airline 
spokesman said a preliminary 
check showed that all 276 peo- 
ple aboard were killed. 

I neonfirmed reports said the 
three-engined wide-bodied jet 
came down war a caravan 
camp about lull' a mile ‘Kill) 
metres! from the airport. 

The uirliner was flight 191 
I'ur Los Angeles, originating in 
Chicago. Federal av iation offi- 
cials in Washington said there 
were 264 passengers and 12 
crew aboard the plane. 

If the death toll Is confirmed, 
this will he the worst air crash 
in l .S. hislurv. 

The highest death toll pre- 
viously was 151 when a Pacific 
Airlines jetliner and a single- 
engined Cessna training plane 
collided in midair over Sun 
Diego. California, on Sept. 25, 
I97K. The world’s worst air 
disaster involving one plane 
was in 1974 when a Turkish 
DC- lft airliner crashed near 
Paris, killing 346 people. 

Eyewitness said the plane 
apparently exploded after an 
engine caught fire 20ft feet <60 
nut res) up. seconds after 
takeoff. 

The jet was still burning 
utmost 45 minutes after it 
crushed. 

Police later confirmed the 
plane plunged into a caravan 
camp in Klk Grove Village, just 
missing a large complex of oil 
storage tanks. 

The plane crashed at 2.03 
p.m. 1 1903 IJMTl. 

A spokesman fur Resur- 
rection Hospital, near the air- 
port, said it had been notified lo 
expect "muss casualties." 

Another niinevs who works 
ut a nearby steel company said 
that after ihe crash "flames 
went 150 feet in the air at least. 
Nothing was left, just rubhte. 
ITiere was no way to rescue 
anyone. You couldn’t get close- 
too manv flames."

Open invitation 
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No rejoicing 

IT SHOULD have been a day of Arab rejoicing yesterday 
as the Israeli flag was hauled down at A! Arish. marking the 
the liberation of a major Arab town for the first time in 12 
years of Israeli military occupation. 

But for anyone outside Egypt— indeed for Egyptians 
themselves-what real cause for rejoicing is there? A par- 
tial Israel withdrawal on one front (Sinai) is being accom- 
panied by a reinvigorated Israeli colonisation of the 
occupied Arab homeland on another (the West Bank). 
While the Israelis make a show of returning Arab land to 
Arab sovereignty in the west, their jets bombard a 
sovereign Arab country. Lebanon, in the north. 

The implementation of the Camp David accords is 
double-edged: as Egyptian national rights are restored in 
Sinai, talks begin in Beersheba to ensure that Palestinian 
national rights are never realised in any pan of occupied 
Palestine. What the Israelis give with one hand they take 
away with the other. A partial pull-out on one front of the 
Arab national struggle is achieved only at the expense of 
Arab national rights on ail the others. 

Egyptians have little cause to celebrate because thev 
will be. indeed already are being, made to pay for their 
president's policy of compromise and capitulation. Arabs 
who once celebrated the heroic Egyptian contribution to 
the struggle against Zionist aggression and expansionism 
must now* bitterly reject Egypt's unilateral withdrawal from 
that struggle even as it enters its most momentous phase. 

The Palestinian Arabs, whose destiny lies at the very 
heart of that conflict, today face the greatest challenge to 
their nationhood, and to their right to speak for themselves 
through their only acknowledged representatives: Egypt is 
entering into '‘negotiations'* with Israel, with the United 
States sitting in as a “full partner." over the future of the 
Palestinian Arab inhabitants of the occupied Palestinian 
homeland. For Israel, there is no question of the Pales-, 
tinian Arabs ever achiev ing independence jri a state of their 
own: “autonomy'', a form of limited self-rule which denies 
them every basic human right, will Be offered to the 
inhabitants, but not to the land itself, which shall become 
not just a temporarily occupied territory or an annex but 
part and parcel of an Israeli state. For the’ Israelis, this is not 
just an opening bargaining gambit: it is an article of faith. 

President Sadat proposes to speak for the Palestinians 
in these talks. Having just got back a major part of Egypt's 
occupied territory, there is little compulsion for him. a man 
who is easily bored by haggling over fine points, to exhaust 
himself in these negotiations. This is particularly so con- 
sidering Egyptians present diffident attitude to the Pales- 
tinians. and, ironically, considering Egypt's present iso- 
lation in the Arab World— necessary/ though it has been to 
impose a quarantine. 

So w f e are on a train bound for nowhere, the drivers 
and conductors of which we have no particular reason to 
trust. That is scarcely anything to rejoice about. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


COMMENTING ON the celebrations marking Jordan's Inde- 
pendence and Army Day. AL R AT in its editorial Friday says it is 
painful for Jordanians that their celebrations should follow those 
of Israel marking the twelfth anniversary of the occupation of 
Jerusalem. 

It is also painful, the paper says, that Jordan celebrates this 
occasion on the "same day Egyptian and Israeli negotiators meet 
to determine the future of the occupied territories and the destiny 
of the Palestinian people." 

Painful to countenance as they are. the paper adds, the Israeli 
celebrations together with the current negotiation!) on self-rule 
should not cause Jordanians and other Arabs to despair since our 
celebration means that “we are determined....to preserve our 
existence, and restore occupied Arab territories and Palestinian 
rights, and that we possess the strength to back our deter- 
mination." 

"Our celebrau'on today conies at a time of serious challenges 
and we have to prove to the other Arabs and the World that we are 
able to meet the challenges," the paper concludes. 

Writing on the same subject. AL DUSTOUR lauds the role 
Jordan has played in defending Arab rights, as well as Jordan's 
achievements on the domestic level. 

The paper also praises Jordan for its "positive role” in streng- 
thening the solidarity of the Jordanian people and for exerting the 
utmost effort to mobilise Arab potential in service of the 
"destiny-shaping issue.” 

Jordan’s endeavours on the international level, the paper 
adds, has deepened the U.N. conviction that Arabs are keen to 
achieve a just and comprehensive peace, and has proved the 
“positive nature of the Arab stand which rejects capitulation.*'

Jordan gets first 
pro tennis teacher 


AMMAN, May 25 - “The 
atmosphere is tremendous,” pro- 
fessional British tennis coach Mr.

BIRMINGHAM* England. May 25 (R)— The tiny islands of Sri 
Lanka and Bermuda relished their unaccustomed roles as favour- 
ites in the World Cricket Cup qualifying competition being played 
in the English midlands. They have few opportunities to make an 
impact in the hectic world of international sport but this com- 
petition provides them with a rare chance and they clearly intend 
to make the most of it. Sri Lanka against the United States is liable 
to be a rais-match in any sporting contest and so it proved at 
Northampton yesterday. But this time Sri Lanka were the masters 
and they were able to teach the Americans a thing or two about 
Cricket as they registered a six* wicket victory in their opening 
group three match. Bermuda, who like Sri Lanka count cricket as 
a national sport, were no less impressive as they overwhelmed 
Papua New Guinea by seven wickets in their first game in group 
one at Stourbridge. Sri Lanka immediately jumped into joint 
leadership in their group with The Netherlands, who beat Israel 
by eight wickets at Banbury yesterday, the United States, who 
have played a game more, and Wales. Bermuda are now second in 
group one alongside Singapore, w ho were without a game today, 
and only two points behind East Africa, who triumphed over, 
Argentina by five wickets at Coventry in one of the highest scoring 
games of the competition so faT. In group two. Denmark became 
the first team to acquire a maximum eight points from two games 
when they beat Malaysia by seven wickets at Kidderminster. 
Bangladesh beat Fiji by 22 runs at Water Orton in the same group 
with Sved Haque taking seven wickets for 23 runs, the best 
bowling performance of the tournament. Kamran Khan, a Pakis- 
tani carpet salesman from Philadelphia, was chiefly responsible 
for saving the United States from total humiliation against Sri 
Lanka. He scored 44 runs out of his team's total of L6S~and then 
took three brilliant catches when Sri Lanka batted. But Roy Dias 
steadied the Sri Lankan innings and finished with an unbeaten 76 
out of his team’s total of 170 for four. Winston Trotr and Cleve- 
land Wade, only 19. were Bermuda's stars, sharing six wickets as ' 
Papua New Guinea scraped together only 90 runs. Bermuda 
passed their total for the loss of three wickets. Tony Ferguson’ s 44 
was ihe backbone of Argentina’s total of 147 against East Africa. 

A lesserside might have found this a testing target but East Africa 
had nearly seven of their 60 six-ball overs to spare when they cot 
home by five wickets, finishing with 14$ for five. The wins'by 
Denmark and The Netherlands made it a good day for Europe’s 
two teams.

Soviet wins East Bloc cycle race 

EAST BERLIN. May 25 (R)— The Soviet Union's Sergei 
Sukhoruchenko, a last-minute replacement on his team, won the 
1.941 -kilometre international Prague- Warsaw- Berlin peace 
cycle race. Sukhoruchenko. a 23-year-old Moscow student, 
became the third successive Soviet winner of the amateur classic. 
He owed bis position to the fourth stage in Czechoslovakia which 
he won with a comfortable three-minute lead and built up into an 
insurmountable six -and-a-half minute lead in the fifth stage. Sec- 
ond best performer was East Germany’s Bemd Drogen who after 
a poor start won three stages. But Drogan’s winning time in either 
of the two individual time trials and yesterday's final stage were 
not good enough to get him anywhere near the winner. He placed 


only eighth in the overall classification. Instead, teammate 
Andreas Petermahn with several second and third places to his 
credit became overall second, followed by Poland's Krysztof 
Sujka. The Soviet Union also took first place in the overall team . 
classification with Poland second and East Germany third in the 
first-ever "sunshine race" in the 32-year history of the event. . 


European Youth Football Championships 


VIENNA, May 25 (R)— The European Youth Football Champ- 
ionships opened yesterday with a crushing 5-1 victory by France 
over Belgium which must make the French strong favourites for 
the tournament. France, in group "A" playing in upper Austria, 
will however come up against a tough-looking Dutdi side who 
beat Switzerland 2-1. In a less remarkable win West Germany 
beat tiny Malta 5-0 to head group “B" at Salzburg, bat they are in 
the same group as England, whose young players scored a con- 
vincing 3-0 victory o'er Czechoslovakia. In group **C’ played -in 
and around Graz. Yugoslavia looks like the team to beat after a 
2-0 win over Hungary. Austria also won 2-0 over Norway in that 
group but Austria's orach was full of praise for the Yugoslavs. In 
group “D” being played in lower Austria, Scotland finally over- 
came Poland 3-2 in a gripping banle after the Poles had led 2-1 at 
half time.

PLO tries to get U.N. 
monitor conditions 
occupied Arab lands 



MANILA, May 25 (R)--The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO.) is making behind-the-scenes 
efforts to establish United Nations monitoring of 
conditions in both occupied Arab lands and South- 
ern Africa. 


A draft resolution- -which Arab 
sources say ulreuih has African 
and Asian support— is being cir- 
culated at the current United 
Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) here 
and if it gets the nccessarv hacking 
will be put to the plenary session 
next week. 

The move followed a call earlier 
in the week by a PLO rep- 
resentative for such a study spec- 
ifically in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza. 

in its draft form, in what the 
Arabs said was an attempt to get 
the widest possible backing with 
the /east controversy, the resol- 
ution relers to: 

“The peoples of Namibia 
(Southwest Africa). Palestine. 
South Africa and Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia). ..still living under col- 
onial domination and. or foreign 
occupation..." 

It makes no direct reference to 
Israel. 

If “requests the secretary - 
general ot UNCTAD in initiate 
studies, evaluate conditions. 


1 6 th Victim of 
Australian 
killer found 

MELBOURNE, Australia, 
May 25 fAPi - Police dis- 
covered the body of a sixth 
female murder victim today 
and are looking for a seventh in 
Australia's worst chain or kil- 
lings. 

Julie Mykyta, 16. was one of 
seven young women who dis- 
appeared Tram the Adelaide 
area in western Australia dur- 
ing Christmas and New Year of 
1976-77, and police believe all 
were killed by the same man. 

James William Miller, a 
39-year-old jobless labourer, 
appeared in an Adelaide court 
yesterday on charges of mur- 
dering four of the v ictims found 
so far. 

Miss Mvkyta's body was 
uncovered by a tractor under a 
pile of earth and brush near a 
deserted area in Gillman, a 
northwestern suburb of 
Adelaide. The area where it was 
found was sealed of after the 
tractor unearthed bones, and 
technical experts moved in and 
soon found the rest of the body . 


recommend and monitor action,

The various liberation move- 
ments. including the PLO. have 
Observer status at UNCTAD. 

The draft, if it is taken up by the 
Group 77 of developing countries, 
would have to go for endorsement 
to the full plenary of the 
conference- -now ending its third 
of a four-week schedule. 

There it is likely to get the sup- 
port cl the Socialist countries but 
may cause some qualms for the 
Western nations and will certainly 
be opposed by Israel. 

In his speech to the conference 
last Monday, during which Israel 
deliberately absented itself. PLO 
representative VValid Kamhawi 
accused Israel of a gradual annex- 
ation of occupied Arab land and 
said it was taking over premium 
land for its settlements. 

Meanwhile, in other UNCTAD 
discussions efforts were underwav 
today to side-step a split in Third 
World unity over rising oil prices 
and bring UNCTAD back to its 
main discussion on how to 
improve the developing countries 
share of world trade. 

The developing countries have 
been bogged down for the past 
week on a Costa Rican attempt to 
get discussions going on the 
impact of rising oil prices on their 
economies, stalling crucial talks 
on other’ issues. 

Today, a formula was emerging 
in hehind-the-scenes discussions 
that could pave the way for the 
Third World to discuss the prob- 
lem elsewhere and let UNCTAD 
concentrate on other issues on 
which decisions still have to be 
taken after three weeks of talks 
here, delegates told Reuter. 

Mr. Fernando Altmann. chief 
delegate ot Costa Rica who claims 
backing from at least eight other 
Latin American countries, said 
negotiations to get some mention 
of oil prices here were still going 
on. 

"We are not* dropping the mat- 
ter. but there are several options 
still open which we are dis- 
cussing." he told Reuter. 

Another Latin American dele- 
gate said one of the options was 
that u statement would be made 
now bv Group 77 noting the Costa 
Rican positron, but suggesting dis- 


cussions should be held among 
Third World countries elsewhere. 

Another possibility was for 
Group 77 chairman, Carlos 
Lechuga Hevia of Cuba, to 
include a statement along these 
lines in his final summation at the 
end of the conference. 

The Cuban chairman sent a 
draft to the Central Americans 
last night. They accepted its sub- 
stance but not its form and prop- 
osed another formula for dis- 
cussions by the Asian and African 
groups. 

An Asian delegate said that his 
group, which contains many of the 
Arab oil producing countries, still 
felt this conference was not the 
place to discuss oil issues and 
wanted nothing to do with the 
move. He believed the African 
group, which also has oil pro- 
ducers, felt the same way. 

"If Costa Rica wants to make its 
own statement it can do so, but it 
should not hold up the con- 
ference." one Asian delegate said. 

As an oil producer and a Latin 
American, the Venezuelans have 
found themselves in an awkward 
position. Their delegation has 
taken the stand that if the Africans 
and Asians would agree to raise 
the issue here, they would go 
along, but if not the Latins should 
be prepared to discuss it some- 
where else. 

Like other oil producers they 
feel that rising oil prices are only- 
one factor in the inflation prob- 
lems that the developing countries 
face and to discuss the matter here 
would only invite pressure from 
the industrialised countries, 
members of the delegation said. 

Developing countries could 
however, get together elsewhere 
and discuss the problem. The spe- 
cial negotiating group charged 
with discussing a variety of trade 
matters could get on with its 
assigned task later today and 
perhaps over the weekend, while 
the oil issue was thrashed out 
separately. 


UNCTAD passes measures 
to ease “brain drain ’ 1 


MANILA, May 25 (AP) - Developing countries 
may have lost as many as 300,000 skilled workers 
over the past two decades to richer lands, says, a 
report from a conference on trade development. 

To stem this “brain drain,” a committee of the 
United Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development has approved a resolution calling on 
industrial nations to help developing countries 
build a permanent core of skilled professionals. 

A study by the conference group shows that the 
exodus of doctors, scientists and engineers and 
other professionals is a severe blow to unde- 
veloped nations. The study says the United States. 
Canada and the United- Kingdom are the main 
beneficiaries of the emigration. 

Estimates are that era igration of skilled workers 
to those areas between 1960 and 1976 reached 
300,000 workers. Of those, about 61.000 were 
doctors and surgeons and 100.000 were scientists 
and engineers. 

David Hall, a member of the British delegation 
to the fifth UNCTAD conference, is one of the 
international experts trying to cushion the impact 
of the brain drain. He said the negotiating com- 
mittee's resolution calls on the U.N. General 
Assembly — which will hold a special session on 
science and technology in the fall of next year —to 
look more deeply into the question. 


The resolution, approved after dosed-door 
meetings since Tuesday, stresses that the 
economic and social development of poor coun- 
tries depends on the avaSability of their own 
property trained workers and on adequate oppor- 
tunities for employment of those workers. 

The brain drain resolution says the establ- 
ishment of a new international economic order 
“constitutes an exchange in which the interests of 
ah countries negatively affected by reverse trans- 
• fer of technology are adequately, protected.'* 

The negotiating grbup is chaired by Argenthia, 
with Jordan representing the Third World, the 
United Kingdom and Belgium speaking for the 
Western countries and the Soviet Union for the 
socialist nations. China also participated. 

The group calk on developed countries to 
encourage research and training activities in 
developing countries and greater use of skilled 
manpower in local projects. In addition, the resol- 
ution asks developed nations to consider ques- 
tions of social security, pension rights, currency 
control, tax policies and remittances in the con text 
of their impact on the brain drain. 

It also calls on the international community, to 
consider possible arrangements allowing poor 
countries loosing skilled workers to secure aid to 
tackle the problem.

BRUSSELS, May 25 (R) - The 
Common Market will offer 57 
African. Caribbean and Pacific 
(ACP) nations aid worth S6.7 bil- 
lion for 1980-84. diplomatic 
sources said today. 

This is less than half the figure 
they are seeking in negotiations 
with EEC foreign ministers on a 
new trade and aid pact to replace 
the Lome convention when it runs 
out next March. 

The offer is so low thar it seems 
certain to make it harder, though 
.not impossible, to complete the 
negotiations as planned this week. 

Some diplomats said they did 
not believe the ACP countries 
could accept the figure, which rep- 
resents a 46 per cent increase on 
the last aid programme, at this 
week's talks here. 

If they reject it. the negotiations 
would have to continue in July or 
later, as French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncet. president 
of the EEC Council of Ministers 


until the end of June, says he has 
no more time in bis calendar. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from the ACP countries, who 
were not immediately told of the 
figure, agreed secretly by foreign 
ministers of the Common Market 
countries last night. 

The figure they actually prop- 
ose is 5.1 billion European units of 
account, the sources said, about 
one tenth of it made up of loans 
advanced by the European 
Investment Bank, the Cbmmon 
Market's long-term financing 
arm. 

This compares with 3.5 billion 
European units of account (4.6 
billion) in the last European 
development fund, the bulk of 
which was only intended to cox er a 
four-year period.

WHO urges ban on tobacco ads 


GENEVA. May 25 (R)- World 
Health Organisation (WHO) 
experts called for a total ban on 
tobacco advertising and urged 
government!, to cut cultivation ol 
the plant. 

WHO’ s committee on smoking 
control, listing the health donsers 
in smoking, said the habit "had 
spread like an epidemic. 

The specialists, who met in 
Geneva last October, said in a 
report yesterday the world must 
come to accept non-smoking as 
normal social behaviour. 

All forms of tobacco promotion 


should be prohibited, the com- 
mittee said, in order to achieve 
this change in public thinking. 

The report said there had been a 
rapid increase in smoking- related 
diseases in most countries in the 
.past 25 years. The United King- 
dom was suffering the heaviest 
penalty for its smoking habit and 
was only starting to contain it. 

. Between 1940 and 1970. 
cigarette consumption for each 
adult in Britain rose from 2,000 to 
more than 3.000. Lung cancer 
deaths were only starting to level 
otf now after a steep rise, the 


report said. 

Developing countries had not 
experienced the same increase in 
smoking related deaths as indus- 
trialised countries. “But they must 
expect it unless they halt and 
reverse the increase in cigarette 
consumption," the report warned. 

Limits should be set and prog- 
ressively lowered for the per- 
missible tar. nicotine and carbon 
monoxide content of tobacco pro- 
ducts. Eact packet should contain 
a health warning and information 
on emission levels, the report went 
on.

The Pemex chief said Mexico's 
reserves had been verified by 
experts from all over the world 
and “the doors of Pemex are open 
for verification by other experts." 

Mr. Diaz Serrano stressed that 
Pemex has "always lived up to its 
long-term oil delivery com- 
mitments’', adding that U.S. 
reports that Pemex has been 
reducing shipments to the U.S. 
were not only grossly exaggerated 
but could represent a form of pres- 
sure on Mexico to increase its 
curde sales. 

Mexico currently sells about 
465,000 barrels per day to the 
U.S., about five per cent of the 
daily U.S. requirements, accord- 
ing to Pemex. 

The Pemex director said Mex- 


ico does not wish to engage in con- 
troversies nor does the state- 
owned oil company feel it has to 
defend itself in this particular situ- 
ation.

MILAN--The Italians have 
jumped into the forefront of the 
campaign against the jugger- 
nauts — outsize lorries — which up

throughout the country. Among 
the victims were Gigi Radice. 
popular manager of the Torino 
Football Club, one of the best 
teams in the country, who was# 
seriously injured and Paolo Bari-, 
son, a former member of the 
Italian national side, who was 
burned to death. 

The accident was caused by a 
huge lony going in the direction of 
the French frontier, which skidded 
on the wet road surface, plunged 
through die dividing barrier and 
landed on top of the car in which 
the two were travelling. The driver 
was killed instantly. Radice was 
returning with the former player, a 
dose friend, from an Easter holi- 
day to resume his post with 
Torino. 

His injuries, which may force

him to give up his post as manager, 
have focused attention more than 
anything else could have on the 
menace of juggernauts driven at 
high speeds, under bad weather 
conditions, often by inex- 
perienced drivers.

The tragedy has touched off 
investigations into the statistics on 
road acridents, which indicate that 
heavy commercial vehicles are 
involved out of proportion to their 
numbers on the road. Over a 
recent holiday weekend, there 
were several other fatal accidents 
of the same kind: for example, one • 
in the vicinity of Mestre, near Ven- 
ice, in which the victims were 
seven; and another at Grosseto, in 
Tuscany, where four people were 
killed. 

The slaughter on rhe roads over 
the holiday was one of the worst 
on record, with a total of 150 
killed and some 3,000 injured.
